Wilmington’s original female pilot is immortalized in a new book

WILMINGTON - During the 
heyday of Tewksbury’s Tew- 
Mac Airport, pilots were often 
heard to say, “If you can fly at 
Tew-Mac, you can fly any- 
where.” 

Wilmington’s Ripley Miller 
flew at Tew-Mac. She flew any- 
where and everywhere else as 
well. 

In “A Long White Scarf, 
Flying with Ripley Miller,” 
Julia Goten chronicles the life 
and times of a woman with a 
pioneering spirit undeterred by 
societal boundaries. 

Ripley was a typical 1960’s 
wife and mother when she dis- 
povered her love for flying. It 
was Ken, her husband, that ini- 
tially began flying, but once 
exposed to the open skies it 
wasn’t long before Ripley man- 
aged to pass him by. Their

The book is certainly about a 
progressive woman breaking 
down barriers with grace and 
character, but equally it is 
about a wife and mother of 


three children who also excels 
in baking treats and in finding 
the perfect items to include in 
Christmas stockings. The book 
effectively and compellingly 
intertwines both worlds. 
Doten’s tireless research of 
documents and articles, cou- 
pled with extensive inter- 
views of Ripley’s friends 
and peers, enables her to

Early Sunday morning motorcycle accident 


Victim formerly 
of Wilmington 


WOBURN - A Berwick, Maine 
man was killed in a motorcycle 
accident on Russell Street in West 
Woburn shortly before 2 a.m., 
Sunday. 

Wayne D. Cormier, 25, of 
Berwick, Maine, was killed when 
he lost control of his motorcycle 
and first hit a curb, then a sign 
post at Silvermine Road in the 
area of the former Tarky School 
in West Woburn. 

After hitting the sign, the vic- 
tim was thrown from the motor- 
cycle into a tree, police said. 

The accident victim was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

“He was in bad shape” said 
Police Chief Philip Mahoney. “He 
may have been alive for a few 
minutes (after the crash), but not 
very long.” 

Results from the investigation 
into the accident are still under 
review but according to a release 
from the Woburn Police 
Department this morning, “the 
preliminary investigation reveals 
that speed was a contributing fac- 
tor in the crash.” 

Mahoney said there was no indi- 
cation at this point drugs and/or 
alcohol were involved, but an 
autopsy will be done by the state 
medical examiner's office.

The woman was 
reportedly a friend of the victim 
who arrived shortly after the 
crash. Police reported she was 
drunk. 

The Woburn Center woman may 
also face assault-and-battery on a 
police officer charges after she 
allegedly poked a Woburn patrol- 
man in the eye at the scene. 

Officer John Maguire was taken 
to an area hospital for treatment. 
Chief Mahoney said the injury 
was not serious and he will prob- 
ably be “out for the few days” 
from work.

He said that the presi- 
dent’s tax cuts primarily bene- 
fitted the richest people. 
- Tierney said since September 
lth and the Iraq war, the 
nation’s surplus is now gone. 
According to Tierney, there is 
no problem with social security. 
"The program is not in crisis," 
Tierney said. Tierney told the 
citizens at the Buzzell Senior 
Center that the social security 
trustees claim that the pro- 
gram will be paying out 100 per- 
cent of benefits through 2041 
and will thereafter still be able 
to, pay out 70 to 73 percent of 
benefits. However, he stated 
that the Congressional Budget 
Office predicts that social secu- 
rity will pay 100 percent of ben- 
efits through 2052 and will 
thereafter pay 80 percent of 
benefits. 
He went on to criticize 
President Bush's policy on pri- 
-vatizing social _ security, 
Tierney said that it does noth- 
ing to address social security's 
finances. He said that his pro- 
gram will borrow money from 
social security for the private 
accounts. He claims that Bush’s 
plan will add $5 trillion to the 
debt over 20 years, 
Tierney agrees that the pro-

Tierney entertained questions 
from the crowd on several sub- 
jects, including the problems 
surrounding illegal immigra- 
tion. Tierney agreed that the 
immigration policies in the 
country need to be addressed 
and also noted that there are 
laws in place that would fine 
companies for hiring illegal 
immigrants, but they are not 
enforced. 

The other major concern 
expressed was the status of the 
Iraq war. Residents wanted to 
know what the plan was and 
when the United States would 
be out of Iraq. Tierney didn’t 
have a definitive answer saying 
only that the current adminis- 
tration is committed to staying 
until Iraqis are capable of 
defending their own country. 
Tierney and other members of 
congress, however, are trying to 
press the President on the 
issue. According to Tierney, the 
President is not being coopera- 
tive.

“Those memories 
were tucked away when child- 
hood was left behind, and 
replaced with jobs, car repairs, 
a husband, a family. But, now, 
stopping on the side of route 38 
where Tew-Mac Airport once 
bustled with activity, I stare at 
a row of newly-built condomini- 
ums - and with very little effort 
I can imagine them gone and 
see again the blacktop runway.” 

There is no doubt that Doten 
accomplished her initial goal of 
getting know her mother as an 
adult, but she has gone far 
beyond that. She has intro- 
duced the rest of us to the 
human side of a larger than life 
pioneer and has documented a 
story worthy of consideration 
by any of the major motion pic-

history 


a short leap away from a half a 
million dollars. 

Currently, the Commission 
must raise public awareness 
and implement a successful 
fundraising strategy to raise 
$450,000, if they want to protect 
the rare piece of American his- 
tory located at 165 Chestnut St. 

“We will look under every con- 
ceivable rock, and find a cre- 
ative way to save this house,” 
Commission Chairman Carolyn 
Harris said at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing. Harris stresses the fact 
that there are so few houses not 
just in the Northeast but 
America that have been stand- 
ing for that long and even fewer 
that have been lived in through- 
out the times. 

A native of Wilmington, 
Langone has agreed to donate 
the house and a parcel of land, 
located directly behind where it 
currently sits, to the Town. 
This scenario would result in a 
large-scale project, along with 
accompanying, price tag, to 
move the old building. Even so, 
only the 20’ by 20’ original sec- 
tion of the house would be lifted 
up and re-located. 

Harris and the Commission 
have conducted extensive 
research on the house, even to 
the point of having profession- 
als authenticate its age. 

A multitude of groups have 
come in to inspect the house. 
One in particular, M&R 
Restoration, had found the 
house to be as old as was 
claimed and estimated the re- 
locating cost at between $40,000 
and $50,000. Other companies 
made bold estimates as high 
$100,000, which is still a fraction 
of the price needed to acquire 
total interest in the property. 

“Our goal is to purchase the 
property where it stands,” 
Harris said. The Commission is 
of course fixed on keeping the 
house at its prime roadside 
location on Chestnut Street, but 
believes “the fact that he’s 
(Langone] giving it to us is a 
step in the right direction.” 

The first step for the organi- 
zation is to raise public aware- 
ness and to convince more citi- 
zens from Wilmington and sur- 
rounding towns to do the same. 
Harris urges people to write let- 
ters to the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen. 

“When they see a stack of let- 
ters, that translates to a stack 
of voters,” Harris said, putting 
her promotional ideas into con- 
text. 

Right now, the political forces 
are not swaying in the direction 
of historical preservation, as 
far as spending goes. 

“We had a state budget three 
or four months ago. Had this 
occurred then, we would have 
had at least a quarter million to 
work with,” State

Representative James Miceli 
said. Miceli was part of the 
local support present at the 
Tuesday meeting in the swelter- 
ing Harnden Tavern, another 
historical site in Wilmington 
that had likewise been saved 
from impending demolition 
during the 1970's and was sub- 
sequently transformed into a 
town museum. 

“We are looking for any 
sources we can find; any finan- 
cial or fiscal vehicle to hook on 
to,” Miceli said.

playing in front of their 
Whipple Road home. 

The man asked the children if 
they “wanted to see his cat,” 
but they refused. The man then 
held up a cat up to the window 
of the vehicle to show the chil- 
dren and told them that he 
knew where they could see 
other cats, but the children 
began to retreat back toward 
their house. The man then 
pulled his van into the driveway 
and asked the children why 
they didn’t want to see more 
cats, but then thought better of 
it and pulled back out as the 
children began yelling for their 
father.

James Donovan, 50, of Avon 
Street in Tewksbury, was 
arrested and charged with 
enticing a child along with var- 
ious motor vehicle offenses.

the monthly meetings were 
extremely contentious with 
friction existing between some 
of the participating members 
and Town employees. 

In April, the CAP reported to 
the Board of Selectmen that, 
according to majority vote, the 
CAP had met its original 
charge and should be dissolved. 
The Board of Selectmen, how- 
ever, asked the CAP to meet 
again to develop a direction for 
the continued involvement of 
citizens in the Olin and Maple 
Meadow Landfill remediation 
efforts. 

When the CAP met in May, 
however, it rescinded the previ- 
ous vote to recommend dis- 
banding. It subsequently voted 
to recommend, “that it be 
restructured to include a work- 
ing group that will assist, coor- 
dinate with and review the 
technical advisor(s) to facili- 
tate the procedure necessary 
regarding comments pertaining 
to the Maple Meadow Brook 
Aquifer and including the Olin 


site and Maple Meadow Brook 
Landfill pursuant to the recom- 
mendations by Geolnsight in 
the South Wilmington Water 
Study.” 

Assistant Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull, who has chaired 
the CAP since its inception, felt 
that the direction offered was 
no different than what already 
existed. He opined that a feel- 
ing existed within the residents 
that an organization such as 
the CAP was still necessary as 
a “watchdog” to.ensure that the 
Town continue to do what is 
necessary to protect the health 
of the community. According to 
Hull, the landscape has 
changed dramatically in the 
last three years and the Town 
recognizes that it cannot rely 
on the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) to take care 
of its environmental problems. 

“My recommendation, as a 
dissenting member, would be 
that the people interested in 
continuing to comment and 
review documents convene 
themselves as a citizens com- 


mittee, whether that’s done 
through the CCN (Concerned 
Citizens Network) already in 
existence or another group” 
Hull said. “They wouldn’t be 
under the constraints of the 
Open Meeting Law and they 
could be more responsive in 
issuing comments.” 

Residents in attendance at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting 
expressed opinions for and 
against the CAP’s recommen- 
dation. Some residents felt that 
prior to the existence of the 
CAP, citizens had no voice in 
the process, Some felt that 
Town employees participating 
in the CAP were being forced to 
work in a hostile environment. 

Selectmen Michael McCoy, 
Michael Newhouse, and Frank 
West described the CAP as a 
tremendous asset to the town, 
but that it had met its original 
charge. 

Selectmen Suzanne Sullivan 
clarified a statement made ear- 
lier in which someone credited 
former Selectman Robert 
Palmer with bringing the idea 
for creating the CAP forward. 


“Mr. Palmer did not bring this 
issue forward,” Sullivan said. 
“I brought this issue forward. I 
stood up at a Selectmen's meet- 
ing and I pretty much gave an 
ultimatum that if they didn’t 
hire a consultant to protect the 
interests of the town, that I was 
going to put an article on Town 
Meeting.” 

According to Sullivan, the 
Board considered her ultima- 
tum and Palmer then made the 
motion to form the CAP to hire 
a consultant. 

“Its something that I’m very 
proud of and I just want to 
make sure that everybody 
knows that,” Sullivan said. 
“Mr. Palmer did a great thing 
by making that motion. I 
appreciate it, we've thanked 
him, but I was the one, I was 
the citizen that brought it for- 
ward.” 

According to Sullivan, the 
board of Selectmen at the time, 
and in fact many of the boards 
and town employees at the 
time, were not educated on the 
threats existing in the commu- 
nity.

“One of the things this com- 
mittee did was it educated a lot 
of people, citizens, town 
employees, the public, and yes, 
Geolnsight,” Sullivan said. “We 
hired (Geolnsight) through a 
process. We had a scope of 
work and many things that we 
wanted Geolnsight to do. We 
did not finish out scope of 
work.” : 

Sullivan hoped that her fellow 
selectmen, out of respect for all 
of the work done by the resi- 
dents for more than a decade, 
would accept the recommenda- 
tion of the CAP, The CAP has 
worked hard, according to 
Sullivan, to air out the differ- 
ences between the town 
employees and residents to 
establish a sorely lacking sense 
of trust. Taking citizens out of 
the process would only devalue 
the important and valuable 
input offered by the citizens.

We are 
asking for a process to allow us 
to participate. We have not 
completed our scope of work.” 

McCoy didn’t recall Sullivan 
threatening the board as she 
described. According to 
McCoy, that board would listen

“We're not a joke,” said 
Moore. “I mean, we like to have 
fun, and we're not solving any 
world issues or anything, but 
that is real fishing your watch- 
ing. We don’t teach much about 
fishing during the course of a 
show, so I don’t know if you'll 
learn much, but it’s not just a 
game or a joke we're playing 
out there.” 

Moore is a Lynnfield native, 
and is very proud of his days 
roaming the halls at Lynnfield 
High prior to his graduation in 
1988. If you ask him, he still 
doesn’t understand how he 
qualified for a diploma. 

“I think if you went and 
talked to anyone, went back and

"Mr. and Mrs. Sypith" isn't 
just a romance, and it isn't 
just a comedy. It is, at its 
core, a big, mindless action 
movie - a high-tech "The War 
of the Roses." So checking 
your brain at the multiplex 
door is a good idea, because 
it will prevent you from 
being distracted by just how 
flawed the film's premise is. 

It will keep you from 
thinking thoughts like, if 
John (Brad Pitt) and Jane 
Smith (Angelina Jolie) are 
super-duper secret 
s who are using each 
other as a cover to protect 
their identities, wouldn't 
each of them have thorough- 
ly investigated the other 
before they got married and 
realized who their intended 
was? Or have they been 
blinded by the tequila, moon- 
light and explosions that 
overwhelmed them on the 
night they first hooked up in 
Bogota? 

Don’t let reality spoil the 
fun - you can't let these 
thoughts creep into your 
head. You just gotta go with 
it, and everyone involved 
makes that easy to do _ 
least until the very end, 
when the movie culminates 
in a deafening, overlong 
(though elaborately choreo- 
graphed) shoot-out inside

ahome decorating store. By 
then, the movie has worn out 
its welcome mat. 

But director Doug Liman 
continues to show a knack 
for crisp pacing, even as his 
movies have gotten larger. 
"Mr. and Mrs. Smith" com- 
bines the infectious energy of 
his smaller, earlier films 
("Swingers," "Go") with the 
complexity and scope of 
"The Bourne Identity," his 
first foray into action flicks 
three years ago. 

Here, John and Jane live 
an antiseptic life with a 
beautiful home, two cars and 
little interaction (The film 
begins and ends with the 
couple sitting side-by-side in 
cushy chairs, looking 


straight into the camera and 
answering questions during a 
therapy session). 

Anyway, their relationship 
provides a twist on the con- 
ventions of suburbia. She 
wears a frumpy apron to 
cook dinner, which is ready 
every night at 7; he comes 
home, pulls on a cardigan 
sweater and fixes himself a 
drink. They engage in dis- 
tracted discourse over the 
new curtains she bought. 

Sometimes, though, they 
sneak out at night under the 
guise of "work." Jane puts on 
a dominatrix get-up and 
heads into Manhattan to 
snap her latest victim's 
neck. John weasels his way 
into a back-room poker game 
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and firés off a few effortless 
rounds to fulfill his mission. 

It's only when both are 
assigned the same target 
(Adam Brody from "The 
0.C.,"_ typically smart- 
mouthed as an up-and-com- 
ing spy himself) do they each 
realize whom they've been 
lying next to in bed every 
night. That epiphany sets up 
the film's subtlest, most sus- 
penseful scene - a dinner 
that's more verbal ballet 
than quiet meal at home - 
and forces each Smith to try 
and bump off the other.

Trading places in 
North Reading 


“The Board of Selectmen 
held one of their briefest 
meetings ever - this is no 
exaggeration - when they 
reorganized and elected new 
officers for the coming year,” 
notes the “North Reading 
Transcript.” 

“In a session that literally 
lasted about two minutes, 
Marci Bailey and Bob 
Mauceri traded places for 
the coming year. 

“Mauceri was elected 
Chairman of the board for 
2005-2006 and Bailey will be 
vice-chairman. This is a 
reversal of the roles both 
members filled for the past 
12 months. Joe Veno was 
elected clerk of the board. 

“All votes were "nani- 
mous. 

“The board voted unani- 
mously to set the late fee at 
nine percent per annum for 
delinquent trash removal 
bills. 

“As readers already know, 
all residential property own- 
ers participating in the solid 
waste collection program pay 
a user fee of $180 per year, 
billed quarterly in four equal 
installments. At the time the 
user fee was adopted the 
board also voted for a late 
fee of $2.50 per quarter or $10 
per year. 

“So far, so good, but the 
devil is in the details. And 
Monday night Treasurer Liz 
Craveiro brought one up: the 
town’s billing software can 
calculate the late fee on an 
annual percentage basis but 
can’t carry it as a flat num- 
ber. 

“She recommended the 
board change its policy to set 
the late fee at nine percent 
per annum. This will benefit 
consumers because if they're 
one day late with their pay- 
ment they won’t get hit for 
the full $2.50 late fee, she 
said...”
